Perhaps there is but little of interest to be said in regard to the 
library more than is already known. We have issued two hun- 
dred fifty-seven cards, and the, number of beoks has been in- 
creased to seven hundred seventy-nine. Mr. M. F. Little has 
added some books to it the past year; Mr. Geo. F.Stevens has do- 
nated several this year, as did Mrs. Chaffee the year before. Per- 
haps no books in the library have given more enjoyment than the 
bound volumes of the Century which Mr Little gave two years 
ago. Without doubt there are many people who have complete 
years of Scribner’s, Century, Harper’s, or other good magazines 
which they really care nothing for, and we would gladly receive 
and get bound. 

Another matter, which it may be well to speak of, is in regard 
to the purchase of books. Of course every one interested in the 
library is anxious to buy the greatest possible number of books 
with what money we have, and every one also knows it is a time 
when books may be bought very reasonable. But while we can 
buy quantities of books for twenty-five cents or about that, as a 
RULE, they are not the books our patrons call for. The authors 
whose books they desire placed upon the shelves, do not publish 
them in that form, and the complaint has been in what books we 
have of that class, that the print is not sufficiently clear. We 
have, however, taken quite a deal of pains to secure different 
prices and as large discounts as possible. 

There is no question whatever that the appropriation is inade- 
quate for the demands of the reading public, as can be seen by 
considering the number of persons holding cards, the number of 
books seventy-five dollars would be likely to buy, and also the 
fact that there are fifty-two weeks in a year, and many would like 
at least one book a week. But we have laid the foundation of a 
good library, and have done quite as well as most towns of the 
same size, unless it be some that have received large bequests, 

Three books were lost last year, but they have been paid for 
as already reported.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


In looking over the work of the schools for the past year, we 
take pleasure in saying that we think them to have been, on the 
whole, successful. Perhaps some mistakes have been made by 
your Board, but we have acted with our best judgment in all our 
transactions, and have intended all to be for the best interest of 
the schools as well as the town. 

We wish to call the attention of the voters of the town to the 
fact that the sum raised by vote of the town, as well as the 
amount realized from the Literary fund, for the year 1895, was 
materially reduced from that of the previous year, and, of course, 
the length of our schools must be reduced in the same proportion. 
We have also been compelled to make such needed additions to 
our stock of text-books, and to replace worn-out and out of date 
ones; also a moderate outlay for apparatus needed to place our 
schools on the plane of the best. It is hoped that the town will 
consider it advisable to make the sum appropriated for the sup- 
port of schools the coming year as large as possible, in order that 
we may secure good teachers and have at least as many weeks 
of school as in former years. 

And last, but by no means least, we would urge upon parents 
and guardians the importance of seeing that. the pupils under 
their charge, attend school during all of each term unless _pre- 
vented by sickness ; for a good education, if not the only heritage, 
is no doubt as valuable as any we can leave our children.

VILLAGE SCHOOL. 

Spring term. This school was taught by Edith F. Wheet, a 
teacher of much ability and experience, and was a most excellent 
one in all respects. Length of term, ro weeks. Whole No. of 
pupils registered, 28; average daily attendance, 24; No. who 
have not been absent,r1. Wages per week, including board,$9.00. 

Fall term of 10 weeks by same teacher with usual success, 
Whole No. registered, 30; average daily attendance, 27; No. 
not absent, 10. Wages per week, including board, $9.00. 

The winter term of 5 weeks was under the instruction of the 
same teacher. Whole No. registered, 25; average daily attend- 
ance, 20; No. not absent, 7. Wages per week, including board, 
$9.00. 

CENTRE SCHOOL. 

Spring term. ‘This school was taught for 6 weeks by Lettie 
G. Colburn, of Wentworth, a teacher of good ability and some 
experience; but, owing to “homesickness,” gave up the school. 
It was too late to find good teachers, and after some trouble Miss 
Virginia E. Craig, of Concord, was given charge of the school, 
but proving to be incompetent she was dismissed and the school 
closed. Length of school, 8 weeks. Whole No. registered, 20; 
average daily attendance, 16; No. not absent, 5. Wages per 
week, including board, $6.75. 

The fall term of 12 weeks was taught by Hattie O. Giles, of 
Rockport, Mass. Miss Giles was a good teacher and the pupils 
made a great gain under her instruction. Whole No. registered, 
21; average daily attendance, 17; No. not absent, 3. Wages 
per week, including board, $7.00. 

Winter term of 5 weeks was taught by M. Etta Richards, of 
Wilmot, and was one of our best teachers for the year. The 
school made great progress in recitations and also in discipline. 
The non-attendance was large from sickness and other causes, 
and the shortness of the term made it difficult to show the real 
gain made; and much credit should be given the teacher for her 
success under such difficulties. Whole No. registered, 15; aver- 
age daily attendance, 10; No. not absent, 5. Wages of teacher 
per week, including board, $7.00. 


DICKERSON HILL SCHOOL. 


Spring term. This term of 9 weeks was taught by Hattie O. 
Giles, of Rockport, Mass. Satisfaction was given and good prog- 
ress made. Whole No. registered, 8; average daily attendance, 
7; No. not absent, 7. Wages per week, including board, $6.75. 

Fall and winter terms were both taught by Addie M. Pedrick, 
of Wilmot. Miss Pedrick is a teacher of considerable experience, 
and her pupils made commendable progress in the various 
branches pursued. Whole No. of pupils; fall term 11, winter term 
g; average daily attendance, fall term 10, winter term 9; 
No. not absent, fail term 6, winter term 5. Wages per week, 
including board, $6.75. 

HILL AND BRISTOL UNION DISTRICT. 


The usual arrangement was made whereby the pupils on _ the 
River road and the Borough attended the South Bristol school, 
the town of Hill paying $90.00 therefor. 

The pupils of Tioga attended school in Danbury at the rate 
of 25 cents per week, each pupil. We have admitted pupils from 
Sanbornton to our schools at the same rate as in years past, with 
satisfaction to all concerned.
